THE 
Fierce and cruel Þat- 


taile fought by the three Kings in 
Barbarie,nere to the Cittic of Maroques, 
the 25. of Aprill laſt, 
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Breefe and true Relation of the 
notableſt accidentsthat haue bapned 


in'Bayberie ſince the eight of Decem- 
ber 1 605. vntill the 29. of A- 
prill. 1607. 


Y Nthe eight of Decem- 
>O- WJ ber 1606, Mouley Bufferes, 
#/ 8< KS 5 King of Maroques.and Mou- 
An ley Abdela Son vnto Mou⸗ 
8 #4 ley Sheck Ring of Fez, of the 
age ok twentie foure yeares, 
E encbütred one another, about 
A ſome two leagues and a halfe 

tothe Southeaſt ofthe Cittie 

af Maroques, about nine of the clock in the moꝛning. 
Mouley Bufferes, being actompained with ſome 
twentie fine oꝛ twentie ſire thouſand men, hoꝛſe and 
foote, together with fiffeenc fielde peeces,02 Faulco⸗ 
nets. Mouley Abdelas fozces were in number a- 
bout nine thouſand men e ſcuenteene pecces, hee had 
moꝛeouer with him 72 Encliſh Soldiers, which hee 
had got out of the ſhips ot Captaine Ferres, Captaine 
A 3 ; Fey ts, 


Fez ts,Captaine Briſt, Captaine Watter-drinker, 

lrem thirtie ſtue Neitherlanders of Captaine 
Iohn Franſcens tompanie of Amſterdam, together 
with a leuen Frenchmen,whtch had beene taken by 
the afo 2c ſaid Engliſh. 

All theſe were taken in Laratche and Salee, by 
Mouley Sheck, who found great ritches in their 
Dhips. Theſe Engliſh, French and Dutchmen, be- 
haued themſelues exceeding valianfly in y Battaile, 
as well in in lighting as in ſkilfull managing and 
diſcharging their D2dinance (the rather to obtaine 
their pꝛomiſed libertie ) that thoſe al Maro ques were 
put to flight, they remaining victoꝛs and maiſters 
of the ſield. Thoſe ol Maro ques loſt about ſome ſiue 
hundꝛed men, foꝛthe moſte of them were adicted and 
inclyned to the partie ol Mouley Abdela and there - 
koꝛe they would not fight. 

This done, Mouley Bufferes fled into the Citty, 
Where taking ſome treaſure, and certaine Women 
out ofhis Pallace, left the Cittie and fled vp to⸗ 
wards the Pountaines, but befoze hee could reach 
them, hee was met and aſſaulted by certaine Re- 
belled Alarbes oz Peaſants, who not onely robbed 
and depꝛiued him ot all his money and wealth, buf 
alſo ſtripped his Women ffarke naked, and ſo let 
thempalſe. 

Thus acco2ding to the euerchanging courſe of this 
ineertatne wozld , he was (almoſte in an inſtant) 
ſeene changed from a mightie and great Emperoꝛ to 
a miſerable man, and in this eſtate dooth he vet con- 
tinue in the mountaines. | 

The ſame day Mouley Adlela would not ffirrc 
from the place where hee had got the vigozie, but re⸗ 

mained 


mained there all that day. 

The next dap, being the ninth of December, he ſet 
foꝛwards fozthe Cittie of Maroques, pitchiug his 
Tentes befoze the Gates, incamping himſelke on the 
Caſt fide of the Cittie. 

The tenth ok the ſame month in the moꝛning, this 
victoꝛious Ring entred the Cittie, and lodged him⸗ 
ſelfe in the Kings Pallace, where hee continued vn⸗ 
till the twentie thꝛee of Febꝛuarie 1607. During 
all which time his people committed manye wilfull 
ryots & Inſolences, boaſting that they wonne and 
ouercome the Cittie by ſtrength and foꝛce of Armes, 
whereat ſo much the rather, becauſe the inhabitants 
of Maroques doe accout thoſe of Fees but as Jewes, 
whereat thep were greatly greeued. 

In the meane time that thoſe ol Fees did demi⸗ 
nere thus in Maroques, robbing andRyfling manie 
houſes ol the Alkey des oꝛ Noblemen , enritching 
themſelues by y ſpoiles thcrof,fo2 they got great boo⸗ 
ties eſpeciallye out of the houſe of Alkeydes, Azus, 
who foꝛ his ſafctic fled vp toy moũtaines to a Caſt⸗ 
le of his, but hee was purſued, & his houſe ſacked, 
they bꝛought out ofthe ſame 12 thouſand Gswnes, 
and Cloakes of cleath of Gold, ſilk and other tuffs, 
with fine o2 fire hundꝛeth ales of Roane-cloath, a⸗ 
mouttingto an infimt valew, beſides his Jewels, 
moneye and coftlye Youſholdſtuffe: running from 
thence to thehouſeof Alkey de Hamdtbemmaiſor, 
whereof likewiſe they tooke great ſtoꝛe of ritches, to⸗ 
gether with manye ſuch like houſen, which they ſac- 
ked,rcbbed,ryfled4 ſpoyled, which fo2 bꝛeuitie ſake 
J onitt toſpectfie. | 

Mouley Abdela tauſed nine Alkeydens tobe be- 
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beheaded, Amongſt the which was Baſha Zondier, 
generallof Mouley Bufferes:all which heads he ſent 
to Fez to his Father » where they were let vppon 
ſtakes. 


Fe zians, made many e of the people to fozſake them, 
and fled vnto Moulcy Zidan, vncle vnto the afo2- 
named Mouley Abdela; who watching fo2 his good 
foztune,had placed himſelke in a place halfe way bo⸗ 
tweene Fez andmaroques , but by meanes ofthis 
opozfunitie,and vpon certaine intelligence had from 
thoſe of uaroques, hee remoued his Campe towards 
the Cittie, And on the twentie two of Feb2uarie, he 
pitched the ſame within two leagues thereof. 

The ſame day being Thurſday, and Market day, 
the Towneſ-men made a ſubtill enterpꝛiſe on the 
Noꝛthweſt and No2th ſide of the Cittie, about thꝛee 
of the clocke in the moꝛning, bꝛeuking vpon the hou'e 
of the Alkeyde Azus, where they murthered a 
great Alkeyde, with his two Sonnes that were 
lodged there, and ſent their heads to mouley Zidan. 
Ifrom thence the ſtreame of their furie dꝛoue them 
fo2zwards to the Houſe ofthe Hamdtbemmaſor, 
where the generall of the camye was lodged, inten⸗ 
ding to haue vſed him in the like ſo2t , but hee was 
accompayned with fictie oꝛ ſixtie Soldiers of Titnan 
who defended themſelues verie valiant lp vntill the 
day bꝛeak, then was hee reſcued by the Adaloſen, 
who (not without great daunger) bzought him 
thꝛough the tittieinto the campe. 

The ſame night they releaſed the pꝛiſoners, which 
in number were about two thouſand, the whjch ran 
crying about the cittie Viue Mouley Ziden , which 
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cauſed a greate commotion, yet all this while 
Mouley Abdela was in the cittie During this 
Tumult in the Cittie , the Cittiz ens together 
with ſome of Mouley Zidans Souldiers, which 
they had let in that ſame night thꝛough a ſecret 
gate, made a ſalley on the Nozth ſide vppon the 
Regiment of Zalce;where they tocke foure pee- 
ces of D2dinance , and wouldalſo haue ſuppꝛi⸗ 
ſed the Campe of Mouley Abdela, where ſtoode 
thirteeene peeces moꝛe, and might very wel haue 
done it⸗fos there was but mall teſiffance al men, 
and bega alreavie thigiuebackeandrety2e ( all 
which wee perfectly ſaw from dur houſe) but by 
the comming ofthe King Mouley Abdela, who 
pzeſently ined out ot the Cittie in their behalfe, 
with two thouſand men oꝛ there about, together 
With rertaine Englich and Netherlanders, they 
recouered their ko ure peeces againe, dꝛoue the e⸗ 
nemie back to the place ſrom whence they tame, 
holding them in a continuall ſkirmiſh, vntil the 
ok the clocke after noone. There were ſlaine on 
either fide about thzee oz foure hundꝛed men. 

This enterpꝛiſe was molt lubtlelp plotted, 
and it wanted but verie little but thoſe of Fees 
had beene beaten and diſcomfited. 

The fiae and twentie day, Mouley Abdela 


with all his power wert to the South t Pozth⸗ 


ſides of the Cittie, oz Mouly Zidan was come 
tothe No2th ſide thereof vppon the foure and 
twentieth day, towards which place wouly Ab- 


dela tauſed to be ſhot ftom certaine Turrets ; 


Gates ok the Rings houſe, where the D2denance 
_ 35 ſtode, 
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ffade:alſointhe Cittie he ſet two thouſand ſouls 


diers to keepe the Pallace againſt the Cittie, 
and himſelfe with the reſt of his fozces, marched 
without alongſt the cittie walles , when com- 
ming halle way, they met each other. Thoſe of 
Fees, charged them with ten oꝛ twelue peeces of 
Oꝛdenance, ſo that they returned backe towards 
the Noꝛth⸗ſide againe, where Mouley Zidan lay 
with his maine armie. h 
The Fezians thinking that they had alreadie 
got the victozie,followed them cloſe euen to their 
campe, dꝛawing their D2denance after them. 


Their way lay betweene two high walles,and 


the ſame ſonarrowe, that they could dꝛawe but 
one peece after another, the which Mouley Zi⸗ 
dan wellknowing, encouragedhis men, chewing 


them the inconuenience wherein their enemyes 


had bꝛought themſelues into, by reaſon of the na⸗ 
rowepaſfage > Whore by they were barred from 
the vſe of their ſhot, which could not hurt them, he 
charged theſe ol Fees with foure peeces, ouer 
running their lostemen with his Yo!ſe,fo2 they 


hadno means to vſe their Oꝛdinance, by reaſon ot 


their owne men ſo that by their owne diſoꝛder 
they loſt the battaile. 
Che Towneſmen on the other ſide, ſlew them 
with ſtones from the Eittie walles, and iſſuing 
foo2th, fell on the taile of them, killing all what 


came to their handes, ſo that there were llaine a⸗ 


bout fine oꝛ ſire thouſand men, moſte of them all 
ooh to peeces and ſlaine by the ©woz2do2 ſa-

The reſt which were ( neere about one 
thouſand, ) were fo2 the moſte part all ſlaine 
the two next dares following, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that 
of all this greate Armie, about ſeauen oz 
eight thouſand men were flaine, ſcarce two hun⸗ 
dꝛed eſcaped: the like laughter was neuer tofoze 
ſeene noꝛ heard of in Barbarie. And in the ſpace 
ora leuen weekes we ſawe the ſeuerall Ringes 
raigning in * wp | 

The King Mouley Abdela,with ſome of his 
Pozſemen eſcaped, and is with his Father at 
Fees, where ſome repozt he ſtrengthneth himſelle 
againe:he hathlately taken th2ee o2 foure ſhips, 
in Larathe, Whereof is repoꝛted, the one to bee 


Captaine Warryea Pyꝛate, who hath kept 


within the Streights certaine peares, with thir⸗ 
tie t twob2alle Peeces, the other are Netherlan- 
ders, but this repoꝛt is not alfogether ſure. 

Wut as foꝛ the Ring ol Fees, it is held loꝛ ter · 
taine, that hee will come heather againe. Foz 
the common people which ſerued Mouley Zidan 
and holpe him to winne the Cittie of Maroques, 
beginne tofallfromhim,and tobe his contraries, 
foꝛ that he neither giues them any payment oꝛ o⸗ 
ther ſatiſtaction. 


And whereas they thought, that in making 


him Ring the country would be in peace and qui · 


etneſle, and the other King be conſtraind to flie, 
either into Spaine, oꝛ Italy. This helde foz a 


certaine truth, that he (to wit the other King) 


holdeth coꝛreſpondence with the king of Dpaine, + 
of whom he receiues great aſſiſtance of Monies, 
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what the euent wil be, the time will ſhelo. 
This Ring that now reigneth, is a verie ſe⸗ 
nere man: pet hee adminiſtreth good iuſtice in 
his Countrep, and is generally feared of all men. 


He impꝛiſoneth and toꝛtureth many Noble men 


of the lande to get their wealth. Alſo he cauſeth 
many to be beheaded, inſomuch that it is greats 
ly to be feared that moſt of the chie leſt of Maro- 
ques Will all by little and little be made away. 

The naturall condition of this people is, eue⸗ 
rie dap to deſire a newe King : fo2 they are not 
true and faithfull to their Rings, ſo that by all 
likelihoodes our warres here are not vet done, 
but (as it were) doe but begin, by reaſon of this 
great bloud-ſhed which happened. Mhereby 
a great rage and enmitie is growne amongelt 
the people, and hath cauſed a great hatred one 
agatuſt the other. 

. Beſides, theCountrey is ſpopled, and the 
dearth increaſeth , foꝛ a ſack of coꝛne ts woozth 
heere at this inſtant in Maroques thꝛee pounds 
ffarling,and vpwardes, and yet none to bee got 
koꝛ money. All other neceſſaries are after the 
rate extreame deare , foꝛ many perſons die of 
meere hunger. | | 

Jn the foꝛmer baftaile were flaine fine and 
foꝛtie Engliſh men,amonglt the which were cap- 
taine Ferres, and captaine Feyts. Atem eighteene 
of our Netherlanders, ten Frenchmen, and fine 
and thirtie Spanich flaues. And haue vſed ſuch 
tyzanme ouer them, by reaſon that they did 


them much hurt with their ſhooting , that they 
would 


would not ſuffer them to be buried, but were ea- 
ten by the Dogges. Such as are vet liuing are 
maintained by p charitie of god friends foz there 
is nothing to be got of the King. 

Thus haue vou heard all what hath paſſed in 
theſe partes, vntill the 29. of Apzill 1607, what 
elſe fromtune to time ſhall occurre vou ſhall 
with all fit opoꝛtunitie at his due 
time be partaker thereof,
